Preface 


Any report of the summer at Sandy Island would very inadequately 
reveal the spirit of friendliness and the good sportsmanship which has 
prevailed, the character values which were released, and the good will 
which was evoked through the cemping experience of the summer. The old 
Sandy spirit continues its hold on those who know it and stimulates all 
those who come under its influence for the first time. 


ay’ Rather than deal in this report with such intangibles, or with 
the details of program or operations in a descriptive way, or with a 
statement of purpose and principles and an evaluation of results, as has 
been done in reports of former years, there will be given a statement of 
facts and figures with any necessary discussion by wey of interpretation. 


The Situation 


As we looked forward to this 36th season at Sandy Island in the 
face of uncertain prospects it was clear that we could not afford to 
continue deficits in the current expenses such as we had incurred during 
the two previous years. In 1952 the deficit was #2600. In 1933 the 


@eficit was around $1700. This year the treasurer's account will show 


a deficit of $900 for the current operation of camp. This is exceedingly 
regretted in the light of our hopes for the year and it leaves the 
director not only disappointed but puzzled as to what to recommend for 


This year we recognized the alternative of not operating camp 
which was not seriously considered in the light of the service to young 


men) which might be rendered through camp. Another factor considered was 
the yecer® with the items for fixed charges. These include $165 for 
’ 


interest, $225 for taxes, $300 for insurance, and $1000 for office service 
and supervision which amount to $1700 as a fixed overhead charge. This 
lays on the camp budget a legitimate charge but one which represents 20% 


of he total budget. To take care of this and current operating expenses 
for promotion, staff, equipment and repairs, food and other supplies, we 


need to average better than 70 campers per day at the present rates. If 
some arrangement could be found to decrease the fixed charges, the budget 
might be placed on a safer finencial basis for current operation. No re- 
lief here was found possible this year. 


A third element was also considered, that of raising our rates. 


If we did this we could operate with fewer campers but this would work 


hardship on,if not prohibit, the registration of the younger men whom we 


would like most to serve. We elected to raise the rates only by making 

 RYSE EBS, members of Associations as well as non-members, pay a registra- 
tion fee of $2. The rates were set according to the following schedule: 

Fi la a 6 y Sua 18-25 years of age $14 per week; for men over 25 yeers, $16 


per week. 
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The fourth factor which was considered was that of current 
operating expense which we wanted to cut down to the lowest point 
consistent with efficient management and the service necessary to 
render. This was done and will be discussed further later in this report. 


A final factor and a decisive one is that of promotion. We felt 
that more men should be interested in the vacation opportunities provided 
by the facilities at Sandy Island. Moreover, if we did have more campers we 
could operate successfully. It was therefore decided to put more effort 
and money into publicity and promotion with the hope thet an increase in 
registration would result. 


Promotion 


An agreement with the director was made whereby he should spend some 
time during the winter and spring on promotion. A detailed report includ- 
ing the procedures followed, an evaluation of results, and recommendations 
resulting from the experience is appended. (a). More campers were secured 
than attended camp last year but it is difficult to tell whether this was 
brought about by promotion efforts or by the advance of general financial 
wonditions which were due to reflect upon camp registration. 


In a few cases we do know that promotion was helpful and 
certainly old campers were stimulated to bring others, which has always 
been our best avenue of publicity and promotion. Actually about $500 
more was spent on promotion publicity this year than has been spent in 
recent yesrs. 


Registration 


Registrations come in slow and even before camp opens we do not have 
very many. Fellows seem to decide at the last minute to go to camp, either 
because they are uncertain as to vacation dates or they do not want to 
commit themselves too much in advance. Weather conditions also affect camp 


attendance. 


We finally had in camp during the summer, 231 campers as compared 
with 192 in 1933, and 268 in 1932. The camper days totalled 2237 in 19% 
as against 1966 in 1933 and 2918 in 1932. If we add the 62 campers of the 
Family Camp and the 476 camper days to the regular camp totals, the total 
registration for the year compares very well with 1932 when we had a 
deficit of nearly three times what it is this year. A comparative record 
of camper days covering 1934, 1933, and 1932 is also appended. (b) 


The average age of campers was about 28 and the average length of 
stay was about 10 days, a little shorter than in previous years. A copy 
of statistics for the year is appended to this report. (c) 


Operation 


The uncertainties of registration presenb problems for camp manage- 
ment. We do not know when camp begins how many we shali have or when they 
will come. The number in camp during the first end last weeks is small with 
the peak load reached in the last week in July. It is especially desirable 
to have camp in order and all facilities ready for use at the start of camp 
for the first two weeks set the stage for the summer. Comments favorable 
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or unfavorable are reported back to friends who may plan to come ister. 
Therefore, we need to have our complete staff there early and a few for 
some time before camp opens. 


The hot weather of July must have had some influence on men 
coming to camp. On July 15th we expected 18 whose registrations we had 
received but actually 51 came. On July 22nd we expected 34 and 56 came. 
During the week of July 21 - 27 we had over 100 in camp for the first 
time since 1931, the highest number being 115. By the end of July we were 
nearly equal in camper days to the 1952 registration. 


On July 29th we expected 49 to leave and actually 71 left due so 
far as we can tell to a very rainy week-end. A cool August apparently 
affected registrations and our good average of July was considerably lower- 
ed. Perhaps we need to plan for more ppomotion effort late in July, 
although we did send out from camp some cards and copies of this summer's 
Sandy Island’ News to old campers and ran one or two advertisements in 
Boston Newspapers in July. 


These fluctuations make it difficult to man»ge food supplies and 
also to know what requirements are necessary in the way of staff. In the 
last few years we have decreased from 19 to 9 on thestaff. We managed this 
year ell right with the small steff although one or two weeks in July we 
were hard pressed. 


The operation of camp, as far as staff is concerned, is now on 
as effecient a basis as possible. The chef, Pompey, and his assistant 
in the kitchen served us well and two young fellows managed the dining 
room. Two men took care of camp equipment and the general running routine 
of camp and its facilities. Mr. Teylor and his assistant efficiently 
supervised office and store details as well as took care of the lodge. 
Mr. Dulac had charge of operations in opening and closing camp, the 
operation of the motor boats, the leadership of trips and hikes, errands 
in town, and was of general assistance to the director. The director has 
had the general supervision of camp and the responsibility of program | 
activities which have previously been shared by two assistants. The 
payroll of camp amounted to $1500 with an item for staff food of $500. 
meking a total of $2000 whereas it has run to four and five thousand 
dollars. Five of the staff in minor positions average about $30 for their 
summer services. 


Camp has been maintained during the summer with everything running 
im good shape and the genéral condition of camp is very good without any 
major expenses to be anticipated in another year. The tennis courts were 
put in very good condition with more clay for the surfaces and new wire 
donated by a camper for a backstop along the east side. A little kyak was 
built and donated by a group of campers which added to the camp facilities. 
At the cost of about $60 the old To-Rain dormitory was remodeled during the 
summer and partitioned into five compartments which will make it more 
comfortable during the regular camp and useful during the family camp. 


Our food bill this year was only $400 more than last year 
although we had 600 camper days more and costs were higher. The items for 
equipment and repairs were as low as they normally should be if the special 
tennis court expense of ninety dollars and the expense of $60 for re- 
modelling To-Rain are omitted. The item for promotion was nearly twice as 
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large as in recent years which was expected with the extra effort made 
his year. A copy of the financial record of the season is filed with 
the treasurer and appended to this report (da)

The program of camp has been that similar to the lest few years 
designed to meet the needs and interests of campers, set up by them at 
the weekly town meeting and run off largely through the activity of camper 
committees.

mare The Sunday services have been well attended with an average of 
about 45. Professor Harvey of Dartmouth College and Rev. A. liopkinson 
of Fitchburg, Mass. have conducted these in addition to the Camp Director. 


Tennis tournaments have included from 10 to 32 each week, handball 
from 6 to 15, quoits from 4 to 16. Ten baseball games played with outside 
camps resulted in 4 victories and 6 losses. Aquatic meets have had 15 to 
25 contestants and track meets have included 9 to 23 each week. Awards 
in athletic competitions were made to 105 including 15 Sandy "S" letters. 
Volley Ball and Play Ground Bali and Clock Golf have provided after-supper 
sports. 


The indoor tournaments in chess and checkers, ping pong, shuffle 
board and bridge have interested from 4 to 44 in different series. The 
Thursday entertainments have maintained the average of amateur talent and 
two or three have included a program of group games for all. Trips to 
the dance at the Weirs, N.H. have been included weekly. 


The boats and canoes have been used a great deal. Our records 
show that the sail boat was taken out 25 times. Our nine row-boats were 
used 361 times. Ninety out of all the campers passed their swimming test 
and were thereby cligible to use canoes. Our ten canoes were taken out 
191 times. 


Seven mountain trips mostly to mountains around the lake included 
79 campers. A good deal of work was done by campers in the weekly Improve- 
ment Association meetings. The sandy beach and the paths around the island 
provided relaxation and recreation for many. 


The participation in activities end the enjoyment of all in camp 
life was particularly good. We did have among those present a fine spirit 
and as much enthusiasm as ever for camp. 


Summary 


One of the impressions gained from conversations, comment and 
correspondence with campers is that Sandy Island does afford a rather 
unique vacetion which is looked forward to by a group of 200 campers. They 
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find fellowship among the group; they find freedom to follow their own 
interests with facilities to use; they find health, rest, and relaxation; 
they find activity of all kinds contributing to a good sporting vacation; 
and they find an atmosphere which raises and expands the character and 


spirit of all. 


Another impression is that the old traditions and camp spirit 
have an attraction for men which once felt is never lost. The same 
primitive and wholesome conditions of Sandy Island in competition with 
more modern enjoyments and amusements do not suffer by comparison. A 
few campers, especially this summer have returned after trying something 
else and expressed a decided preference for the activity and spirit of 


Sandy Island. 


Still another impression is expressed that many other young men 
would enjoy the facilities of Sandy and a vacation experience at camp if 
they only could be informed. The promotion problem remains unsolved but 
looms as important to concentrate upon. 


A lasting impression is voiced by staff and campers alike that 
the 36th season has been an enjoyable experience and productive of many 
values which Sandy Island exists to encourage.

The 
Association contacts particularly at Providence, Worcester, Springfield, 
and Malden proved valuable. The analysisnof our list of campers and 
prospects by geographical location helped to follow up individuals and 
provided old campers and Associations with something tangible to work 
on in contacting individuals.

Sandy Island Family Camp 
Season of 1934 


The Family Camp provided an enjoyable vacation for 62 
people during the period of August 18th to September 4th. The total 
of camper days was 476 as compared with 204 last year. Among the 
campers were 8 individuals, 8 family groups, and 11 married couples. 
The group ranged from a baby 7 months to a lady of 84 years. Sixteen 
children, 8 boys and 8 girls, were included. Four family groups and 
three couples returned from last year. Of all the family groups and 
married couples, all the men but twwere old Sandy Islanders who now 
return with their wives and families. The others had some connection 
with some Association. Four groups or couples came from New Jersey 
and one from Brooklyn while the rest came from Messachusetts. Altogether 
the group was a most congenial one. 


The effort was made to inculcate in the family camp the Sandy 
Island traditions which heave given strength to the men's camp. We want 
to keep Sandy Isiand from becoming 2 typical summer resort. It is and 
should be a camp with some of the atmosphere of the primitive. It pro- 
vides a summer vacation out-of-doors for married folks under wmnditions 
of freedom and responsibility as a basis for any program which the 
natural surroundings and camp facilities may suggest. 


To maintain the quality of guests in the family camp up to 
this yeer and to increase the number involves the procedures of publicity 
and promotion. Of course the invitation or reference of those who have 
already shared the family camp is a source of increased registration of 
the desired kind. This should be cultivated during the year and if the 
enthusiasm of those present this year will mean anything next spring we 
should have little difficulty in building up our family camp. Other 
sources of registration are through old Sandy Islanders now married and 
their friends, selective lists of people which may be obtained through 
the churches and other social organizations. What little newspeper 
advertising we did this year was productive in attracting two families, 
one where the husband had been to Sandy Island several years ago and the 
other who had never had much connection with any Association but whose 
family enjoyed their stay.in camp. 


Under present arrangements we can take care of seventy 
people. If we remodeled Astoria as we did Fo-Rain this would provide 
for four or five more groups with a minimum of expense. All the other 
equipment of camp may be conveniently adapted to use by members of the 
femily camp. 


During the family camp our staff was reduced. The dining 
room needs more attention but the general upkeep and routine of camp 
need less help in administrating. The use of a period during the 
summer for the family camp does provide for the service of the camp 
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to an increased number of people. The family camp did not actually 
pay for itself this year if the proportion of overhead charges were 
applied against receipts. On the other hand our total camp income 

was increased by nearly $200 which we should not have had if we had 
not held the family camp and served the additional number of people 


that we did. 


The program of the family camp was arranged in Town meeting 
similar to the regular camp. This year various activities were in- 
cluded. Tennis tournaments, a baseball game, play-ground ball, volley 
ball, an aquatic meet were among the active physical sports. A moon- 
light sail, a mountain hike, two picnics, and a trip to the dance at 
Wolfeboro were enjoyed. A treasure hunt, beach parties, and a meal 
cooked out of camp at Julliette's Point especially delighted the 
chiddren. The boats and canoes were used by all with the usual pre- 
cautions. A ping-pong tournement, popcorn and marshmallows around the 
fireplace, 4 progressive bridge party, an evening of social group 
games were among the amusements in the lodge during evenings. A 
Sundey morning church service was led by Rev. Arthur Hopkinson of 
Fitchburg, Massachusetts. A sunset sing in the chapel was included among 
the more definitely religious activities. At other times, the beach, the 
boats and cenoes, the island paths, and social intercourse around the 
fireplaces in the Lodge were enjoyed by all. 


We did have en exceptionally good experience with the family 
camp and were encouraged at every hand to continue this feature at 


Sandy Island.

Camp officialiy ended its 36th season according to schedule on 
September fourth. The regular camp closed with the start of the family 
éomp on August 18th and the family camp ran through Labor Day. Not too 
much could be done toward closing camp until Labor Day for all camp 
facilities were in use. All but three of the staft were released which 
meant considersble work for those left. 


The keys for the office door of the lodge, (one skeleton door 
k6y and one Yale lock key - 25810) are left at the Boston Y.M.C.A. in 
Mr. Roehric's office. 


The camp buildings are all shuttered and locked, the keys placed 
in a cigar box in the office desk in the Lodge.
